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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to New claims 23-36 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 23, 25, 27, 28-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Sanger US 2001/0048436 in view of Simpson US 2002/0184322 

As per claims 23, 30 

Sanger teaches a isp server configured to receive an email text message from a remote 
computer system and to protect the email text message from subsequent alteration by converting 
the text in the body of the message from a text format to a picture format, and send the message 
to the recipient. [0022], [0033] 

Simpson teaches that the user may request the server protect the message and select the 
format of image conversion (Fig 4) [0034], [0043] 

It would have been obvious to use the interface of Simpson with the text to image 
conversion of Sanger because it allows the user more control. 
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As per claims 25, 34 Sanger teaches the email is stored on the internet server for viewing 
[0022]. Examiner also takes note that it is well known that email is stored on a server including 
an inbox and sent box. 

As per claims 28, 32 Sanger teaches conversion to a gif image [0034] 

As per claims 27, 33 Sanger teaches conversion to a jpeg image [0034]. 

As per claims 29, 31 Simpson teaches conversion to pdf [0043]. 



Claims 24, 26, 35, 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
over Sanger US 2001/0048436 in view of Simpson US 2002/0184322 in view of 
Ogilvie US 6,711,608 

As per claims 24, 35, Ogilvie teaches that an email may have images included as an 
inline image (Col 6 lines 20-26). 

As per claims 26, 36, Ogilvie teaches that an email may have images attached to the 
main body (Col 6 lines 20-26). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use the attachment 
options of Ogilvie with the previous email system to expand options for the user.
